SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Young Girls Flesh 12 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The magazine is objectionable because it tends to support the exploitation of young 
persons for sexual purposes. The magazine is a small colour photographic publication 
presenting an array of photographs of male to female and female to female sexual 
activity in an explicit manner. 

One female is presented overtly as a young person in various sexually provocative 
positions with her breasts and genitals exposed. The title of the magazine, in 
combination with this set of photos and some textual references alluding to young 
persons, upholds the idea of young girls as sexually available for adults. The 
magazine is therefore deemed objectionable. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990, which protects freedom of information and 
opinion, has been considered but in this instance is overridden by the deeming 
provisions of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993.
